DEATH SENTENCE ON A. 
RICH MAN. 


y EDICT CHEERED BY CROWD, 
Naw Yorx, Aug. 28. 

‘Len W. Frank, a graduate of Cornell 
University.and prominent in Jewish circles 
at Atlanta, was sentenced in that city this 
morning to be hanged oa October 10 for 
the murder of a fourteen-year old girl 
named Mary Phagas. 

The case attmeted a grent deal of atten- 
tion becauge of its sordid and sensational 
‘nature, coupled with the desperate efforts 
of Frank's. wealthy family to secure his 
acquittal on the ground thst the only direct 
evidence against him was the' testimony of 
| Jim Conley, an iterate negro. His 
lawyers have appealed against the sentence. 

Soversl popular demonstrations occurred 
during the trial, which it is alleged, -in- 
'fiuenced the jury.more than the evidence. 
The jury's verdict of “Guilty” yesterday 
evening was followed by wild,cheeriag on 


-| the part of 5,000 people outside the court 


house, whose excitement had been in- 


_}ereased, by the exclusion of all spectators 


from the court-room, just before the jury 
returned with their verdict. The Public 
Prosecutor, Mr. Dorsey, was seized by tho 
crowd and carriod shoulder high. Judge 
Rean was alao loudly cheered when he left 
the cours. Mounted police had tobe aum- 
moned to disperse the crowd and prevent 
an attempt at lynching Frank, who was 
kopt to Fis cell when the jury ‘brought i in 
their verdict, his weaning wife and mother 
being with him.- He heard’ the death 
sentence passed this morning’in court 
without any sign of emotion.-
